DISOUSSISO THE QUESTION. 

In the meanllme the wboi>9 subject 
of the fisheries may be opened at Ot- 
tawa next week by a resolution call- 
ing for all the otUcial corrcsjjondence 
on tho failure to renhw the. treaty, ai.d 
for complete statistics o: the nuuibor of 
American vessels fishing in past years 
close' upon Canadian shores, the 
amotiht and value of the their catches, 
the instances of iheir violations of law, 
and the character of the elaiina for in- 
demnity ma{le by Oanailian oliicers, 

THi; TROUDLE, 

The liability of trouble arises from 
two'sources, one being the presence of 
armed cruiserH to enforce the Canadian 
regulations, and the other a possible 
doubt, ignorance, or carelessness on 
thn part of Honie American fishermen 
as to tlieir present rights or restric- 
tions. The treaty under which thi^y had 
' exercised privileges in counmin with 
Canadian tialierinea for a dozen of years 
or- more, ceased to bold good on the 
first of last J uly; and tho regulations 
to which they were hereafter thrown 
back were not that of the lieciprocily 
treaty of 1851 which terminated in 
1865, but the treaty of a bygone gen- 
eration, that of I. SI 8, The tishermeii 
have represented to GongresH thai they 
want no raore reciprocity treaties and 
are perfectly content with whatever 
privileges the treaty of I81o would 
yield them. Their desire is to avoid a 
further coiniielition with the free lish 
of Canada, which brought down the 
prices they themselves would other- 
wise have been ,aVjle to charge. On the 
prete.xt that the inshore fisheries have 
deteriorated the loucesicr lisljermen 
are willing, upon the whole, to give up 
the right Hecureii by tb<! late rreaty, 
provided they can thereby shut the 
Canadian lish from competition in the 
American market. 

SERIOUS FOR UNCLE SAM. 

The treaty ot 1818 excludes our (iah- 
crmen from inshore fishing in Canadian 
waters e.xcnpt uii certain spocitied por- 
tions of the Newfoundland and Labra- 
dor coasts and the Magdalen Islands; 
and if they enter harbors for shelter, 
repairs, or wood or water as they may 
lawfully do, they must immediately 
put to sea again when the oViject is 
accomplished, uniler tho penalty of 
$1,000 for lingering. Should they at- 
tempt to fish within tli« three mile 
limit while so engaged, the ve.ssel will 
liable to seizure. The fishermen can- 
not go .into the harbor for the jiurpfise 
of buying bait, or of laiuling to cure 
and dry their fish. Lt is hoped some 
iirrangeiuents will be como to whereliy 
coiiflictB tnay bo avoided.

Col, Ainyot, III. jP., evidently is seek- 
ing Rore. in his Bpeec&j.,.of ''a|^«ek ago, 
where ho proved" himself auoh a pro- 
nounced lliel, ho attacked the minister of 
militia witli <»roat bitturnoas, and it was 
expected when Sir Adijlphu Caron replied 
there -would be lota of fun. In th(kt;_ex- 
pectatii^n ihe house was not diaappointed, 
but no'one ever anticipateil sucii-iih'ex- 
hibitioi^ oi the belligerent little ealittiBl'a 
somorsault as we were troiit'ed to*'6n 
Thursd-iy. Sir Adolpho road n. number 
(if letters und telegrams ho had received 
from Col. Amyot, when thu latter was in 
the northwest in hie battalion, in which 
the minister and tho department were 
lauded to tho akiua for their endeavors to 
make thinija comfortable for thn Quebec 
voltiguurs. One telegram, dated 'from. 
Swift Current road, "Arrived hero all 
right, found General Laurie a perfect 
Boldior." This produced Iremondoua 
laughter, because thu niiiji'ri'y of mem- 
hera ihuuylit thu lual words were ' per- 
fectly sober;" and to add to Ainyot's cup 
of uni^uish the Montreal Heriild yester- 
day f,'ravely atated in its report that "the' 
iiiiiii.itor ri'ad a tolegrain from Uol. Aniyot 
stating that hu had arrived at Swift Cur- 
rent pcriecliy aubei', ' Another of Ainyot'a 
tetegrams, showing tho view he took of a 
soldier's duties r;in, "Volunteers are 
specially adapted for [irotcction of forts, 
and proviaion." While these papers were 
being read, Amyot was treincndouaJy ex 
cited and intcrriipted freijuently. During 
these interruptions the iiiiniater quietly 
pursued his course of "sliowing up" hia 
traducor, and tinully rebuked him with 
une uf the beat aalliua of thd »esaion.

THE C. p. R. IN immSH«)OLVMBIA. 

Mr. Edgar put a nuiaibor of questions 
tho other day with regard to the British 
Columbia aeotion of iie C. P. R. , the 
answers to which may be of interest. Mr. 
Pope said the guveraaient section of tho 
C. P. R, in your province was practically 
completed but not accepted by the gov- 
ernment when the order in council of 
■July 29th last was passed, reciting that 
it was then completed and authorizing its 
transfer to the coinpanj'. Tho chief eii- 
gineor of the section has not yet reported, 
nor has his Qnal cortititskte been issued. 
The section has not yet been transferred 
to or accepted by the company, Mr. On— 
derdonk is carrying the mails on it for 
tho govornmunt, and if he ia carryinR 
freight and pasaougors it muat bo at tho 
request and for the accornmodatio'ta of the 
peoplu of the interior of B. C. The total 
amount paid fur the live government sec- 
tions ia §10,220,367. 

THOSE UKOAl.S. 

There was oonsiderable talk here a few 
days iiiio when tho intellifjeueo was cabled 
across tho seas th;»t there liiul bt-tjn ii shurj) 
(liseiisHioii in the British house i>I cornmons. 
about the ^'raut fornnnlal;: for tho Canadian ' 
troojis engageii in the iiorthwiist . The 
Dominion government baa been condemned 
for "truckling" to the Impeiial authorities 
and asking that the medals be granted, Tho 
fact of the matter is that onr govorumeut, 
haviuf{ fully considered the matter, decided 
that the presentation of a medal to the Can- 
adiau volunteers, would be a fitting recogni- 
tion of the services they had remlored m 
the northwest. It was found, however, 
that onr authorities had no right to tyrant a 
royal iiiediil to tho lroo]>s, and ncconhngly 
application was made to tlui [niperial 
uiithoirties. It may bu a matter for regrel 
now that tlie recpiest was made at all, con- 
sidering tho grudging spirit manifested by 
certain British commouers, but the govern- 
ment cannot certainly bo condemned iu view 
of the fact that thoiractioii was based on the 
generally expressed de.sire of the Canadian 
people.

Tiiiteil States nuval station aomewhere on 
l^iij^ut. Sound has coininenced. The Jov- 
oi-iunent huvo beon tuld tlmt thuy are 
HflliiiL; elipfiblu aitea for « dockyarduti^i.uO 
nil iiLTL', which they wdl not bo nblu lo buy 
buck uyain at lisss than from $100 to 
$1,000 an acre. It is gathered from this 
thnt there are no government reaervea 
anywhere on the Sound, and tlmt the 
project has not yot been seriously onter- 
tainod by Aiiiericiiii statesmen. Col. W. 
H. I'rossor, who bus exbuustively exiiui- 
iiied tho Sound, writes thnt "the build- 
itig of a tirst-ulasa navy yard, auuh aa the 
United States should have on Pu<:ct 
Sound, is a work which would require ii 
nniiibur of yeara iiiul the oiiiendiluro of 
hii't^c HLuna of numey uiitler the beat of 
niaiiageiiient. The sooner it la beyuii, 
however, tlie more clien|)ly it can be cou- 
Btructtid. To wiiit until an emergency 
arises which will nVuUe soiiiuthing of the 
kind necessary, and then undertake to du 
the work hastily, is the worst and mnat 
oxtravaijiiiit policy which could be devised . 
N.iture h;i3 bore lunvidt'il the r.iw inato- 
riul in iho richest abiiiidauce, with all the 
conditions desirable and neceaaary for 
ship building on a large and successful 
scale, either by the governinont or private 
enterprise, and it only ruui^iiis for the 
){overi)ment to utilize the oijporlunity 
presented to aecuro a naval atuLion as 
coinplotu in all its appointmentB and 
equipment aa any in the world. With 
proper encouragement on the part of the 
government, ship building on an extended 
acalu by private individuals and corpo- 
rations would soon be a leading and im- 
portant industry on the shores of Puget 
Sound. The time ia couiini^ whan the 
grout wheat fields of the United States 
will bo found, not in California, or Min- 
nesota, or D.ikola, but in Oregon and 
WashiiiKton. Thu time ia also rapidly 
approaching when the growing commer- 
cial interest of the United States in the 
North and South Pacific ocean, and the 
increasing intimacy (jf our relations with 
thu othor j^rcat powers of the world, will 
make such a naval station as I have sug- 
gested necessary on the Pif-ific coast, luid 
all tho circunistancQs and • iiditidna re 
quired point to Puget Sound as the 
proper location for such a station.

IRELAND 

Doni.iN, March 31. — Tho Freeman's 
.lournal states tbst tho Irish hind bill wbicb 
Mr. (lladfitonc will propose iloes not involve 
eitlior compulsory purchase or tho advance 
of any apecilied sum from thu Iiupcriul 
treasury. What the nieiisuro wil 1 enact 
will bo the ri^bt of any owner of land in 
Jrehiml to claim from tho government of 
Ireland after homo rule has been granted 
the privilega of being bought out at a sum 
regulated by law, this sum to be arrived at 
by multiplying the amount of rent by a 
term of years to be agreed upon by parliii- 
ueut iu all oases where owners put iu such 
claims to be bought out. The Imperial 
oxcbeipier is to provide the ))nrchas<' 
nioiioy. The Irish govoriinunit ia to 
guarantee repayiuont, uiul is to attend 
to the business uf reimbursing the em- 
pire for all these outlays by disposing of 
the purchased lands to occupiers, and col- 
lecting in the shape of payment therefor 
such rents as will cover the whole sum 
back in forty-nine years. 

Aa at present the fruiner of the 
bill fixes tho renta to bo paid 
by thu tenants at -1 per cent per 
annum on thu amount of purchase. 
When the tenant has paid the rent to tho 
Irish government to the amount the land 
Cost the government, he is to become 
owner. Although the tenant is to pay 
the Irish government 4 per cent, per an- 
num, tho latter will be responsible to the 
imperail treasury for but 83, per cent, per 
annum, the dill'erence to go to a sinking 
fund to meet bad debts, costuf collection, 
etc. 

The measure as outlined by the Free- 
man's , lournal is so vastly dilleront from 
the ono attributed by certain 
radicals and toriea to iMr. CJIad- 
atono as to occasion astotiisbinent. 
The prosunl bill dooa not compel an 
exodus of Englishmen from Ireland. It 
simply enables the government in a grad- 
ual and reasonable way, without increas 
ing the -[iiiblic burdens or running the 
risk of loaa, to adjust tho conflict of inter- 
est to the peasantry and tho land owners 
of I reland , 'enabling those who find reM 
denco in Ireland desirable tu remain 
there as long as thuy please, and assisting 
those who find it othurwise to leave with- 
out aultoring injustice.

An 
inLiraate acquaintance of the Dirschel 
family named F. Boecker baa alao diaap- 
peared, and it is believed he has joined 
iMrs.

In the trial to-day of Dr. Bowers, for 
the murder of his wife, defendant took 
the stiviid. lie said he had never pro- 
scribed medicinea for his w ife and never 
iidininiiterod to her medicine containing 
free plion|iliorous.

SSho had 
on board only two passengers, and they 
and tho crow of 4.5 men reached shore in 
tho boats. The Capital City ia a vessel 
of 1400 tons capacity, 200 feet long, and 
draws 7\ feet of water. She will proba- 
bly go to pieces to- night. .She is valued 
afS100,000, and her cargo at ,'525,000. 
, iJ3VANSVlT,7,K, Ind,, March 31.— To-day 
the weat-bound passenger train ffum the 
Louisville air line railroad waa thrown 
from the track between LIuiitingburgh 
and Ferdinand by a broken tie at the 
junction of the two rbads. There were 
22 paneengsri in the ooadh, 11 uf whom 



were injured considerably; others slightly, 
P.^u-so-N-s, Ks., March 31.— The Knights 
of labor have declared the strike oflF, and 
have taken their men off guard, and will 
go to work in the morning. Freight 
trains will run at once. 

QuooB, L. I., March 31. — The officers 
and crew, 27 in all, of the steamei Euro- 
pean have been brought ashore, after 
considerable trouble, owing to the high 
and boisterous surf, and quartered at the 
life-saving atation. The captain reports 
five feet of water in the European's hold. 
Thu aca ia running higher every hour and 
ia breaking over the stranded steamer. It 
is feared she will be driven over the bar 
and wrecked. The European is a Union 
steamship of 1000 tons, 260 feet long, 
draws 22 feet of water, and ia rated A 1. 
She ia owned in Hamburg. The vessel is 
valued at §125,000 and her cargo at 
■'?ir>0,000. She carried no passengers. 

THE ORIENT. 

San Fkanci.sco, March 31.— The steam- 
er Rio Janeiro arrived to-day with Hong- 
kong dates to iMarch 4tb; Yokohama to 
March i">th. A correspondent of the 
Japan Mail writes that journal from 
Oorea that the king issued an edict on 
February 5th abolishing slavery in his 
kingdom. It ia estimated that over half 
tho population of Cores are slaves. 

A terrible accidunt occurred at a thea- 
tre in Ileroiinc, a Japanese town, on 
February 28ili. The roof of the theatre 
gave way from the weight of snow and 
fell upon the spectators. Ono hundred 
and fifty "•■:ro seriously injured or killed.

A NOVEL FKJIIT. 

Biilllaiit Toi'perto rnictiro To- 
Day. 

At 9 o'cloclt this morning the naval 
torpedo boats Swift and Sure will enter 
this harbor for the purpose of engaging 
in torpedo practice. They will steam in 
at the rate of nearly twenty miles an hour 
and on reaching Hospital point each will 
ilisoharge two Whitehe.id torpedoes 
against tlio rocks there. Turning quickly 
thoy will run towiird .James 15ay bridge 
and whou within si.x font of tlie structure 
will biick and turn again with marvelous 
rapidity. At !):.'!0 o'clock precisely the 
boats will be brought alongside of Dred- 
ger rock, for the removal of which Mr. 
Hayward has a contract. A coluiun of 
water 100 feut in height will bo thrown 
up and will blow uyrthe rock. The oper- 
ations will be visible from the water 
front. After performing this task the 
boats will be taken back to Esquimaltand 
hauled out.

A TRIP ON I'lli: ISLAND 
UAI LWA Y. 

VIic I'rc'sidciit and ii Furly of 
Friciiiis Inspect a Section 
ol llie Line. 

At 10 o'clock yesteiday .morning the 
steamer Alexander left Welch-Rithet's 
wharf, having on hoard Mr. Dunamuir, 
the members of the local legislature, and 
other gentlemen to the uum)>er. of over 
fifty, en route for

of the Talaud railway line, the object of 
tho party being to make a trip of inspec- 
tion as far aa the lino was completed. 
Upon arrival at the wharf a change was 
made from the steamer to^ a couple of 
cars, which, decorated with bunting and 
laden with their pasaongors, and pro- 
pelled by a powerful Schonectady loco- 
motive, started off at a lively pace amid 
favorable enconiums upon the even- 
ness of tho track, which prevented the 
jarring motion inseparable from travel on 
certain lines. The grade was one of al- 
most interrupted though i;egular accant, 
varying at it did from .5 to 1.6' in every 
hundred feot. After a run of a little over 
half an hour, the ond of the continuous 
track — a distance of some eleven or 
twelve miles— was reached. This was at

through which runs what is now known 
us Waugh's creek. Across this ravine is 
being built a trestle work some -100 feet 
loug and 125 feat in ll^ight. Thirty-five 
men have been at work on this for live 
woeka, and in die same number of days 
the structure, wliich is built in three 
tiers and looks like a perfect network of 
bracing, will h.ivo beun completed. A 
wire rope which is stretched across the 
chasm is used as a means fpr passing out 
the timber, all of which is sliapod at the 
railway wharf.
